§ 300.1 Incorporation by reference of 
the Manual of Regulations and Pro-
cedures for Federal Radio Fre-
quency Management. 

(a) The Manual of Regulations and 
Procedures for Federal Radio Fre-
quency Management (hereinafter re-
ferred to as the NTIA Manual) is issued 
by the Assistant Secretary of Com-
merce for Communications and Infor-
mation, and is specifically designed to 
cover the Assistant Secretary’s fre-
quency management responsibilities 
pursuant to delegated authority under 
47 U.S.C. 901 et seq. and Executive Order 
12046 (March 27, 1978). 

(b) The Federal agencies shall com-
ply with the requirements set forth in 
the 2013 edition of the NTIA Manual, 
dated May 2013, which is incorporated 
by reference with approval of the Di-
rector, Office of the Federal Register in 
accordance with 5. U.S.C. 552(a) and 1 
CFR part 51. 

(c) The NTIA Manual is scheduled for 
revision in January, May, and Sep-
tember of each year. The revisions are 
submitted to the Director of the Fed-
eral Register for Incorporation by Ref-
erence approval. Notices of these 
changes are printed in the FEDERAL 
REGISTER. The NTIA Manual is avail-
able from the Superintendent of Docu-
ments, U.S. Government Printing Of-
fice, Washington, DC 20402, by referring 
to Catalog Number 903–008–00000–8.

Subpart A—General Information 

§ 301.1 Purpose. 

Sections 113(g)–(i) and 118 of the Na-
tional Telecommunications and Infor-
mation Administration Organization 
Act (hereinafter ‘‘NTIA Organization 
Act’’), as amended (47 U.S.C. 923(g)–(i) 
and 928), govern the procedures and re-
quirements related to the relocation of 
and sharing by Eligible Federal Enti-
ties’ spectrum-related operations in 
certain spectrum bands reallocated 
from Federal to non-Federal use or to 
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
